Colonel Crltohfleld ha* new informed os that Gehlen considers tbe 
following as the conditions which stoat exist before he under- 

takes a trip to the United States. 

: 

a. The GIS must be established and its position In the 
government clarified and secured. 

b. A clear definition of his authority, as Chief of the 
GIB, for negotiating agreements on Intelligence matters 
vlth friendly services most have been rendered by tbe 
appropriate office of the German government. 

The above , I believe , coincides with our views on this utter* 

2. Gehlen now estimates that tbe GIS Issue will have been re- 
solved by JUly 1, 1955. He expects to have the initial rela ti ons hip 
with UPGROWTH clarified, by September l and hopes that his authority 
to negotiaWwlthother services will- have been defined, by . that time.
